RODENT  CONTROL 


Control  of  rats  was  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
A  total  of  245  manholes  were  prebaited  and  at  these 
8  partial  and  6  takes  were  recorded.  Maintenance 
treatment  was  continued  in  the  areas  where  bait  had 
been  taken. 

The  Councils  refuse  tips  at  Whitt  on.  Newt  on  Bewley 
and  Egglescliffe  were  baited  throughout  the  year  and 
the  results  showed  only  minor  infestations, 

A  number  of  private  premises  were  visited  after 
requests  from  the  owners, 

SEWERAGE 


A  collapse  of  part  of  the  trunk  sewer  at  Egglescliffe 
necessitated  a  renewal  of  about  200  yards. 

The  open  ditch  through  the  Park  at  Stillington  was 
piped  in, thus  removing  a  possible  danger  of  drowning, 
to  the  small  children  playing  in  this  Park, 

A  number  of  choked  drains  on  Council  estates  and 
private  houses  were  cleared. 

All  Councils  sewage  works  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year. 

Approval  to  the  proposed  sewage  works  at  Stillington 
was  received  and  the  xvork  will  proceed  93  soon  as 
tenders  are  approved,

With  the  extension  of  the  sewer  at  Greatham,it  was 
possible  to  have  six  further  houses  connected  to  the  water 
carriage  system  and  these  with  other  conversions  involved 
payment  by  Council  of  £364.
